a» COMOR No» of a target consista of a target file code letter, 
the target category and aumber, and a letter suffix for individual 
targets v/ifchin a complex» 

b» CTRY is the BE “T DI two letter code for the country in which 
the target is located» 

c. Target Name » Self explanatory 

do Coordinates - self explanatory 

a, W AC« »BE No. consiste of a four digit aumber denoting the 
World Aeron&utical Chart in which the target is located» and a 6 
charactex code which ia unique to the particular target in the Bombing 
Encyclopedia» The first apace of the 6 character BE number is filled 
either by a hyphen or the letter E for electronics facilities» 

fo TCC is the BE-TDI target category code which identifies a 
target according to general fonctions» 

g» ST indicates the activity statua of a target for reconnaissance 
purposes» "A* indicates tha t the target is active for current reconnaissance, 
and T indicates that reqiirements hâve been su spended» 


i» JN refers to the principal Air Force Jet Navigation Chart a on 
which the target is plotfced» 

j» AMS refera fo the AMS, 1:250,000 scale area in the 1MW System 
in which the target is located»
